The same feeling towards her 
was evident at Doylestown Hos­ 
pital where she worked for three 
months as a nurse. 
Starting there on Nov. 7, 19-i2, 
she was made a supervisor after

But today, the 35-year o’<I wom­ 
an that neighbors at the trailer 
park and the hospital staff knew 
as Janet Hollister Frank, is in 
Bucks County Prison tieing held 
without bail for the next term of

Only her name isn't Jane t Hol­ 
lister Frank. Ifs Thelma Joyce 
Sparrow. And she never was a 
nurse. 
Working under the name on a 
nurse’s license 
she stole 
four 
years ago in Rome, N Y., Thel­ 
ma Joyce Sparrow managed to 
get jobs in hospitals in Florida, 
Baltimore, 
Md., 
Minneapolis, 
Minn., and Doylestown — just to 
steal narcotics. 
An addict of the Demerol nar­ 
cotic — she managed to pilfer 
the drug to satisfy her needs 
wherever she worked, according 
to a six - page statement she 
signed yesterday after a hearing 


before Justice of the Peace Clyde 
Leaver of Doylestown. 
Thelma’s venture in the nursing 
profession began four years ago 
in Rome, N.Y. while she was baby 
sitting for a nurse, she admitted 
yesterday to Renato Della Porta, 
chief of the Narcotics Bureau, 
and Narcotics agent Frank Fer­ 
guson. 
With the license good for only 
a two-year period, Thelma man­ 
aged to continue its use by chang­ 
ing the dates first from 1959 to 
1961 and again to 1963. 
Things seemed to be good for 
Thelma at Doylestown Hospital, 
e specially after she was promot­ 
ed to supervisor.

Some Strikes

eral government under the Taft- 
Hartley Law. 
He said the authors of tne bill 
were "in a dream world” and

"nothing more than a fight for 
a fare increase."
